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THE DRUG ADDICT QUESTION. 

Recognition the evils and wide distribution 
drug addiction has advanced the point where 
are witnessing various governmental efforts 
control the use habit-forming drugs. 
these efforts have not met with adequate success 
demonstrated the problems now appearing 
the care and criminality drug addicts who 
are hampered under the law procuring 
cient supply the drug keep them comfortable, 
law-abiding and productive workers. drug 
dealers are profiteering huge extent among 
these unfortunates and thus creating situation 
still further cause criminality, suffer- 
ing and social inefficiency. 

attempt being made meet these problems 
through the medium municipal 
operated under the local Board Health, where 
addicts may obtain fair and near cost price 
the actual amount drug necessary keep them 
more less useful citizens and prevent their 
suffering. Such clinics have been extensively dis- 
cussed and tried the last few months, notably 
New Orleans, and New York City, and are 
the subject experiment Los Angeles and 
discussion San Francisco. The problem very 
definite. worth while inquiring whether more 
stringent enforcement the present law needed 
whether any other law would operate better 
effect the particular reducing the number 
drug addicts. Clinics and similar measures de- 
signed for alleviation cure are only stop-gap 
and sense -get the root the evil. Can 
the present laws better enforced that illicit 
drug purveyors can abolished? not, would 
any new law more effective? These questions 
must receive first answer. 

pointed out Dr. Lengfeld last month 
the Department Pharmacy and Chemistry 
the JoURNAL, questionable whether the medi- 


cal profession really responsible for any large 
proportion drug addicts. This article (page 
415, November issue) strongly commended 
your attention for rereading now. Vigorous, un- 
remitting and determined prosecution 
tion illicit drug peddlers would more 
remove the evil than any set regulations per- 
taining the administration narcotics phy- 
sicians. may said this connection also 
that the greater proportion drug addicts con- 
tract the habit association and imitation. Care- 
ful investigation recently long series addicts 
Bellevue Hospital showed that only about 
per cent. contracted the habit through the pre- 
scriptions unscrupulous doctors. The Public 
Health Service estimates that there are not over 
175,000 addicts the entire country. There 
definite proof that ‘the evil growing 
spreading. Investigation this point much 
needed. 

New York City has instituted department for 
drug addiction the Riverside Hospital capable 
accommodating 523 men and 100 women. 
little more than the first month, more than 500 
addicts had been taken off the drug and about 
200 had been returned their homes cured. 
The method brief the reduction the drug 
phine daily. Morphine given regardless the 
nature the addiction, which per cent. 
the cases was heroin. After four five days, the 
patient put under hyoscine anesthesia 
dermic and the drug entirely withdrawn. The 
importance after-care and moral stamina 
recognized. “cure” does not mean drug-with- 
drawal alone. can only true cure when 


the victim has gained enough self-confidence and 
will-power avoid and resist the associations and 
suggestions which would lead him back the 
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the reports hand from New Orleans, the 
attempt made apparently only provide the 
addicts with their drug fair price and thus 
away with the illicit drug peddler, who is, 
stated above, the crux the whole problem. Such 
plan does not seem advisable its face. There 
nothing prevent the addict securing much 
additional dope from the illicit dealer can 
pay for. There promise cure any plan 
separated from hospital institutional restraint 
and medical treatment. And there imme- 
diate urge definite cure, hard see what 
has been accomplished but some more 
sentimental and ill-founded temporary relief for 
the addicts. Any successful method must deeper 
than this. 

The drugs most used New York were the 
opium alkaloids and derivatives. These are too 
valuable mankind and animalkind abolished 
from human and medical use. Not the physician, 
but the illicit drug purveyor, should penalized 
and put out business. Heroin can spared 
and its manufacture prohibited. Drug addict clinics 
may give splendid results institutional treatment 
and cure the one end and consideration their 
operation. Such clinics coupled with 
mined administration the present law, 
lentless penalizing illicit drug dealers, seems 
the best path advance the case this serious 
problem. There occasion for undue hysteria, 
however. The menace drug addiction may 
great social evil some claim for it. have 
yet see authoritative proofs greater dis- 


tribution than that noted above the Public 
Health Service.

MINIMUM WAGE FOR OFFICE WORKERS. 

The State Industrial Welfare Commission, un- 
der date June 20, 1919, issued order affect- 
ing the minimum wage lawful paid women 
and minors. This set $13.50 per week, and 
includes workers professional offices. The only 
exceptions this rule apply learners who, 
under certain conditions, may receive smaller 
wages. The total proportion learners all 
women employed shall not greater than 1-3 
per cent. 

For part time work, adult women shall receive 
not less than $2.25 per day not less than 
per hour employed less than six hours 
daily. Every employer women minors must 
keep record approved form names, ad- 
dresses, hours worked and amounts earned, such 
employees. woman minor may employed 
for more than eight hours one day, for more 
than forty-eight hours one week, for more 
than six days one week. They shall en- 
titled one day’s rest seven and shall not 
person either sex under years age. 

Physicians should take due notice this order 
and govern themselves accordingly.

NOTES ENCEPHALITIS LETH- 
ARGICA SAN FRANCISCO. 


PHILIP KING BROWN, San Francisco. 


Encephalitis Lethargica has made its appearance 
the Pacific Coast numbers sufficient em- 
phasize the epidemic character the disease, and 
guise that frequently detracts attention from 
the chief characteristics the disease thus far 
described. 

Ophthalmoplegia, blurred vision, listlessness 
stupor, droop one both lids, distorted 
facial muscles, spastic, tremulous, slow movements, 
urination, increased absent knee and 
patella reflexes, fever, absence leucocytosis, and 
slight increase spinal fluid cell count (mono- 
nuclear forms), have marked most the cases. 
The stuporous state may deep that patients 
cannot aroused. death rate forty per 
cent. Pain has not been reported conspicuous 


symptom, and referred wanting nearly 
all writers. 


The cases that have passed under observa- 
tion since August 24, when the first one was 
brought San Francisco from Reno, Nevada, 
have presented range symptoms marked 
variation, from extremely prolonged cycle cover- 
ing from four six months, several where death 
has ensued four eight days. The acute 
cases have presented all characteristic symptoms 
the classical disease which has been added 
the majority shooting pains agonizing nature 
accompanied muscular spasm. The pain 
not always the part involved the spasm, 
although most commonly so, and the pain may 
cease long before the spasm. 

The following brief abstracts are given, 
means representing complete study the cases, 
but serving show the protean nature the 
symptoms. 

Age 46. Locomotive engineer. Entered 
hospital August 25, 1919. Illness began with head- 
ache, nausea, general malaise, weakness left 
side body, some incontinence urine, marked 
constipation, back. Some pain left 
hypochondriac region (localized). Patient states 
(two weeks later) that thinks all due 
exposure and heat while work. Patient 
stuporous condition, aroused only with difficulty. 
Answers questions slowly and dazed way. 
Pupils pin point, equal, react light and accom- 
modation. Neck: very little tenderness 
ness; some rigidity and stiffness back. Kernig’s 
sign: negative. Reflexes: plantar, triceps, 
biceps and periosteo-radial, active. Delirious 
night. Threatened kill night nurse. Wife re- 
ports patient has been doing irrational things for 
one year. Urinates floor night. Cannot 
made understand what do. Moody and de- 
pressed. For last year has slept inordinately, e., 
all day after sleeping well night. Wassermann: 
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negative blood and spinal fluid. evidence 
fluid except cell count and plus pressure. 
nystagmus. For few days complained dizzi- 
ness chiefly when head turned and back 
right, although any sudden movement eyes 
brings on. nausea. Complains that left 
leg weaker than right. More spastic right 
than left. Knee reflexes very lively but equal. 
Plantar responses not normal either foot, but 
typical Babinski, and Gordon, Oppenheim, etc. 

September 11. States was never entirely un- 
conscious. Before the “cloud” settled him 
noted general weakness, and especially left 
leg. Left arm and hand weaker than right. Voice 
still monotonous. Distinct but slight internal 
strabismus. States that for two months has 
seen double times. 

October 24. Patient has 
Spasticity less and vertigo has nearly disap- 
peared. Clear mind and has shown unsocial 
condition today. Acute disorder July and 
August over. 

Age 57. Male. Examined with Dr. 
Coffey, October 17, 1919. States passed three 
nights without sleep, following day was much 
exhausted. Slept heavily that night. 
found saw double, headache, perfectly ra- 
tional; weak, but able walk. Examination: 
Temperature 102.8, Pulse 96, Resp. 18. 
staggering gait with weakness 
marked tremor suggesting cerebellar disturbance. 
Slight motor weakness muscles right face. 
Coarse tremor part brought into play at- 
tempting any muscular movement, 
closing eyes, protruding tongue even showing 
teeth. Grip not strong either hand. 
and feet, particularly right, move constantly. Pu- 
pils dilated slightly, not react light. Cere- 
bration slow. Tremor and attitude very like man 
befuddled slightly alcohol. Eye 
Pupils small and probably not react light. 
nystagmus. Slight internal strabismus right eye. 
other involvement cranial nerves. sees 
better, but still double. Blood 
fluid negative syphilis. Widal: negative. 
Cutaneous sensitiveness diminished over chest but 
not elsewhere. Both ankle jerks and right knee 
jerk absent. Babinski. disturbance 
sphincters. Cerebration distinctly slow, but 
understands and executes movements after they 
are repeated him several times. marked con- 
junctivitis from start. Wife reports most 
time drowsy state, but can aroused with 
great difficulty. With exception headache 
there has been with attack. 

November Wife reports patient delirious 
times, although afebrile for several days. Able 
walk with less vertigo. Blurred vision left 
eye still present. 

Mrs. Age 36. Clerk bank, widow 
with two children. Seen October with Dr. 
Wymore. October felt slight steady pain 
right side neck. Next day was more 
stabbing and constant. October and pain 
neck increased. October went work, 
but pain became paroxysmal and extended down 
arms and breast, and back. Paroxysms were 
volved. Entered hospital October violent 
paroxysmal pain which continued uninfluenced 
drugs for four days. Then for three days had 
pain except ball left foot, but there continued 
abdomen violent twitchings contraction 
diaphragm. This quite rhythmical and largely 
involves the right side, but occasionally the left. 
What caused relief pain not clear; morphia 
and pantopen did good and made her even 
more excited. Nothing brought relief for first two 
days; antipyrene, salipyrene, aspirine alone and 
with phenacetine, caffeine, bromide chloral, 
veronal, etc., all did good. The first relief was 
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from 1/150 scopolamine, and for two nights this 
helped. Luminol was tried dose grains 
every six hours, and dialciba two tablets night. 
This gave fair nights, but relief spasm. 
There was slight fever. one occasion there 
was slight amount reducing substance 
Patient quite depressed. previous eye disturb- 
ance, but sees double. disturbance hearing. 
knee ankle jerks. For several days past noticed 
considerable getting flow urine started, 
though spasm might acting there. She 
has menstruated excessively recently, had influenza 
just year ago. been said drop things 
from both hands more easily lately. October 
patient complained constant desire uri- 
nate and move her bowels, and had great difficulty 
doing either one. Depressed all day. Pulse good. 
Unable eat and nauseated solid food. Very 
clear her mind. States she sees double; there 
slight strabismus. Tongue protrudes straight. 
other involvement cranial nerves except that 
smell and taste have been lost since influenza. 
Patient died quite suddenly m., evidently 
from paralysis respiration. 


C., “Age 60. October 16, 1919. Began see 
double after three four days insomnia, since 
then sleepy all the time, irrational when aroused. 
Spells when becomes rigid. Examination: 
Drowsy and irrational. Reflexes equal and lively 
arms and legs. Pupils react light and are 
equal. Does not raise left eyelid. Very resistive 
passive movement. Wife states eyes were crossed 
before entrance hospital. Conjunctiva injected. 
Rectal tempt. 101. Blood pressure 160/90. Wh. bl. 
count 14,100, 82% polys. Had tube fed the 
last five days and sphincter control for last six 
days before death. Course hospital: Ptosis 
left lid continued until death. Progressive stupor. 
Paresis muscles left face. Spinal fluid con- 


taminated with blood. Wassermann negative. Died 
ninth day. 
Mrs. Age 31. Seen with Dr. Burn- 


ham. October 23, 1919. for days; 
began back neck and extended both shoul- 
down arms hands. Pain spasmodic, 
agonizing character and accompanied mus- 
cular spasm where felt. Has felt slightly 
for one week both eyes, and has noted pro- 
gressive diminution vision for five days. Tem- 
perature 100-100.5. apparent ob- 
vious initial infection. Influenza last October; hus- 
band states she has not been well since, markedly 
unwilling exert herself, great contrast her 
usual self. Pain right side throat has caused 
some difficulty swallowing for few days. Ex- 
2mination: Ptosis left eye, spasm left side 
Synchronous with this intense pain right 
eyeball, right side nose and right breast region. 
Pupils equal and react light. knee ankle 
jerks. Tache cerebrale marked. 
Restlessness lower limbs, particularly the left, 
which addition flexed each time there 
spasm the left pectoral region, but pain 
felt legs.

INTESTINAL FLAGELLATES: PLEA 
FOR THEIR PATHOGENICITY. 


JOHN BARROW, B., D., Los Angeles. 


general survey the literature flagellated 
protozoa impresses one with their growing import- 
ance. years ago, they were reported 
different human organs sort curiosity, but 
scarcely thought pathogenic parasites. 
However, very recent years have brought greater 
realization their importance producers 
pathology. The amoeba and ciliated balantidium 
coli were first gain recognition. Now they have 
young army medical men ready respect their 
pathogenic power. What has happened the role 
the amoeba, and balantidium, beginning 
realized the case the flagellated monads. 

The influence the “harmless lit- 
erature much regretted has doubtless 
deprived the profession the report many cases 
pathology due these parasites. 

The conviction most recent authors has been 
based almost exclusively the ability these or- 
ganisms produce dysentery. This well illus- 
trated the work Escomel (1) who from Peru 
cites one hundred and fifty-two cases due tri- 
chomonas intestinalis. This infection was borne 
polluted water. Mello-Leitao (2), Derrieu and 
Reynaud (3), and Rhamy and Metts (4), all re- 
port cases which dysentery given the char- 
acteristic pathology. The latter authors even 
far state that they never have seen the 
flagellates the intestines without their producing 
dysentery. Their review dysentery epidemic 
due flagellates very instructive. There were 
seventy-eight cases all with eighteen deaths. The 
epidemic was traced impure water. The clinical 
picture was diarrhea with colicky pains, watery 
slimy blood-stained stools, weakness, dyspnea, loss 
weight, anemia simulating the pernicious type, 
jaundice, and urticaria. the stools consisted 
pus, and active trichomonads. noted 
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moderate eosinophilia. Ulcer the rectum oc- 
curred once. 


Prentiss (5) from Paso, Texas, reports sev- 
eral cases diarrhea both chronic and acute, 
which the hominis was the causative 
factor. his two autopsied cases there was in- 
testinal catarrh but ulceration. Chatterjee (6) 
considers flagellate dysentery certainty and cites 
seventy cases India proof. 


Nearly all the tropical writers emphasize dysen- 
tery the only clinical manifestation the pres- 
freshes with broader conception his most 
excellent critical review from which have drawn 
largely. cites case from St. Luke’s Hospital, 
Manila, which considers the trichomonas was 
responsible foc the diarrhea, mucous stools, and 
small rectal ulcer. offers proof that the 
flagellates were the tissue invaders. His conclu- 
sions suggest well reason for the clinical pic- 
ture which often accompanies that 
think they should emphasized here. The ef- 
fects that might looked for, are summed 
under these six heads:— 


First: The production antigrowth vitamines 
inhibiting substances. 

Second: The production substances directly 
toxic. 

Third: The unfavorable effects upon the host 
through the liberation the metabolic products 
the parasites. 

Fourth: Mechanical irritation mucous surfaces. 

Interference with absorption the intes- 
tine through adherence large numbers the 
parasites, the case with lamblia infection. 

Sixth: Actual invasion and destruction tissues 
with concomitant sequelae. 

The above author makes attempt prove 
these points, but clinical findings from own 
series cases are plentiful substantiate every 
statement. 

The above six points may well grouped into 
two three larger headings, such as, metabolic, 
toxic, and mechanical disturbances. 

With some own cases, wish show 
the applicability these principles. The follow- 
ing table will more illustrative than laborious 
description series twenty-one cases. 


the table, will noted that there were 
three cases intestinal perforation. From one 
these the trichomonas intestinalis was recovered, 
both the feces and the peritoneal drain- 
age. Amebic cysts were present small num- 
bers the stool. Involuntary 
while peritonitis was present. The organisms were 
overwhelming numbers. The scarcity the 
amebae found against the abundance monads, 
could not but impress the observer that the latter 
and not the former were the real offenders. The 
other perforating cases were heavily infected with 
monads while active amebae were seen. en- 
tire series demonstrates focal bowel tenderness 
such way stimulate the belief that one 
dealing with early possible perforating spots. The 
main points tenderness are colonic and most 
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often caecal, though the small bowel undoubtedly 
disturbed from the pylorus the ileum. 

There are two other cases the series that 
deserve especial mention because the appearance 
epileptic attacks. Both these patients are 
men years age. Both were pharmacists 
the time their first attack. Each man was 
his third decade when his first attack came. 
Careful physical and serological 
veal nothing account for the onset. 
monas intestinalis found abundance each 
case. has diarrheal attacks.

Each one experiences re- 
lief the administration laxatives. All known 
have failed rid them the flagellates 
give hope permanent relief from the epi- 
leptic attacks. both feel the influence 
the disturbed bowel their mental condition. 


seems reasonable think that these cases 
may demonstrate the elaboration toxins whose 
absorption upset the sympathetic 
balance and thereby induce these epileptiform seiz- 
ures. The same line thought seems reasonable 
apply case asthma which the flagellate 
infection severe and resists all known treatment. 
remarkable note this case that thorough 
physic relieves the asthmatic symptoms greatly. 


The above cases seem very strongly sug- 
gestive the absorption products elaborated 
the intestine the parasite and absorbed the 
host. The other symptoms common such 
cervical pains, malaise, melancholia, loss appetite, 
foul breath, nausea, dizziness, excessive mouth mu- 
cus, and general sluggishness strongly support the 
belief the pathogenicity these parasites. 
substantiate the same line thought Pollock and 
Pickard (8) San Diego have only very recently 
given valuable contribution, citing number 
detailed cases. 

The locations attack the gastro-intestinal 
tract are variously given. (9) found 


trichomonas intestinalis the stomach two 
cases. Brumpt (10) found the colon. Had- 
ley (11) thinks the goblet cell the caecum 
the atrium for perforating attacks Lamblia. 
Lynch (12) reports cases simultaneous infection 
the mouth and vagina. One author (13) gives 
the normal habitat Lamblia the small intes- 
tine man. authority for the statement 
that the caeca rats and mice harbor Trichomo- 
nas Outside the intestinal tract,

turing these organisms. The method 
and Noguchi (16), inoculating salt solution with 
infected feces, and incubating has noc been satis- 
factory. are now using normal saline fil- 
trate the stool the host media, with some 
promise greater success but our results are too 
incomplete for publication. 


treatment thus far recommended wholly 
successful. Most the vaunted remedies are 
ameliorative hut not curative. Calomel followed 
saline laxative gives the best temporary re- 
lief, but about ten days time, careful search 
will reveal the parasites again. therefore 
necessary repeat treatment many times. Thymol 
large doses has considerable value. Emetine and 
ipecac exert helpful influence most cases, 
the patient’s feelings may taken criterion. 
Oil chenopodium and turpentine are very helpful, 
enemata kerosene, ichthyol, allied substances 
have marked beneficial effect, while those 
methylene blue and sodium bicarbonate have about 
the same relative value tap water. Eternal vigi- 
lance and variation mark the successful management 
these cases their present status.

Flagellates. 
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PLEA FOR THE EARLIER RECOGNI- 
TION SUBACUTE INFANTILE 
SCURVY. 


LANGLEY PORTER, D., (Eng.), San 
Francisco, and CARTER, D., Los Angeles. 
popular lay notion which unfortunately 

has found its way into the medical mind that 
scurvy rare California. This belief accen- 
tuated the facts that the orange, well known 
antiscorbutic, common fruit, and that most 
children the State eat frequently. 
quiry into the incidence the disease shows this 
idea erroneous. 

have been able collect from three San 
Francisco hospitals, from the records few 
our pediatric friends and from our own, series 
thirty-nine cases which have occurred since July, 
1917. For the most part, these represent the ex- 
treme cases that find their way into the hospitals 
and into the hands the children’s specialist. 
The majority them present the well marked 
symptomatology the florid type scorbutus, viz., 
swollen and bleeding gums, hyperesthesias, sub- 
cutaneous hemorrhages, flexion the thighs, pseu- 
do-paralyses and swollen epiphyses due 
periosteal hemorrhages. them however are 
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cases with less striking symptomatology, the “scor- 
bute the French, the “subacute infantile 
scurvy” which Alfred Hess has written this 
country. These cases are characterized 
symptomatology just significant though not 
spectacular are the former. The writers are 
convinced that this type much more common 
California than the florid type. 
that the most these cases are overlooked and 
that reality many uncomfortable 
babies are sufferers from subacute scurvy. With- 
out doubt, spontaneous cure often effected 
because the age incidence the disease corres- 
ponds roughly with the time which mixed feed- 
ing commonly begun. 

Mainly with the view calling attention 
this group scorbutic cases, this paper presen- 
ted. California practitioners especially should 
cognizant the disease for there more classi- 
cal presentation the subject than that given 
William Fitch Cheney San Francisco 1896 
the Boston Medical News. 


spite the fact that when fully developed, 
the florid type scorbutus presents unmistakable 
clinical picture, many cases find their way into 
the hospitals with previously made diagnosis 
although every physician knows that 
rheumatism rarely occurs during the first and sec- 
ond years life. This fact all the more sur- 
prising when one considers how rich the literature 
the subject has been ever since the first descrip- 
tion the disease was presented the profession 
Thomas Barlow 1883. 

Descriptions scurvy the adult first ap- 
peared the earliest medical writing. The Roman 
armies were afflicted with it. was one the 
disabling factors military and exploratory ex- 
peditions until the arts canning and refrigeration 
put end providing foods other than 
the dried state. the merit Swedish phy- 
sician, Ingerslev 1873, first have caught the 
idea that babies might subject the disease. 
1878, Cheadle the London Lancet described 
three cases. These reports initiated interest 
the subject, and 1883 Barlow reviewed cases 
that had been reported but 
which believed were acute infantile scurvy. 
1894, before the Royal College Physicians 
one the Bradshaw Lectures, carefully re- 
viewed the literature and reported cases his 
own with the result that the disorder has since 
been known “Barlow’s Disease.” 

The etiology infantile scurvy has excited much 
discussion. 1902, Sill reported upon 179 in- 
fants fed boiled pasteurized milk among 
whom cent. showed signs either rickets 
scurvy both. The American Pediatric Society 
undertook survey and appointed committee 
investigate the subject. The committee made 
exhaustive inquiry and 1898 submitted report 
which embodied study 379 cases. Their 
conclusion was that the disease “is due diet 
unsuitable the and that certain 
named proprietary foods seemed commonly causa- 
tive. Beyond this, the committee refused 
bound. 1907, the Journal Hygiene

Cambridge, the Scandinavian investigators, Holst, 
Frolich and Von Furst reported series ex- 
periments which they fed guinea pigs dried 
grains. animals died within four six weeks 
and showed autopsy scorbutic changes. 
control they fed other guinea pigs ‘starvation 
diet cabbage, dandelion and carrots until they 
had lost 30% 40% body weight. 
post mortem these showed indications that they 
had suffered from scurvy. 


The literature the last ten years replete 
with discussions regarding the exact etiological fac- 
tor involved, but beyond the general conclusion 
that scorbutus due the absence some sub- 
stance, (vitamin) found fresh food, there little 
known the underlying cause. Baumann 
Howard, ‘in 1912, working the metabolism 
scurvy, found that during the course the 
disease, the sulphur balance sustained; that so- 
dium and chlorine are retained when fruit juice 
fed but that they are excreted excess in- 
take before such treatment instituted; and that 
calcium, potassium and magnesium are also retained 
during the period treatment. 


order determine the question which has 
been raised McCollum regarding the possibility 
that putrefactive bacteria the intestine might 
causative agents scorbutus, Torrey and Hess 
1918 did series experiments guinea pigs 
which they fed diet that caused scurvy and 
later antiscorbutic foods which cured the dis- 
ease. intestinal flora both instances was 
that found any diet rich carbohydrates, viz., 
bifidus, acidophilus and few streptococci 
and coli, mostly organisms antagonistic 
putrefaction. They confirmed these experiments 
observations scorbutic infants and arrived 
the conclusion that neither animals nor in- 
fants scurvy due overgrowth proteo- 
lytic intestinal microorganisms. 

The fact that scurvy known develop 
small percentage breast fed infants and some 
fed raw milk, leaves the question exact 
etiology open. But about one thing there 
unanimity opinion, and that that the feeding 
antiscorbutics, orange juice, tomato juice, potato 
and the like always indicated and that these 
foods are equally valuable the prevention and 
the cure the disease. failure ad- 
vise mothers regarding the prophylactic use such 
substances can never justified. 

The diagnosis the most frequent, though least 
recognized form, easy after careful history has 
been taken and clinical observations made. The 
mother complains that the child “fussy” and 
irritable and that cries when she takes up. 
There usually swelling the epiphyses 
this stage but probable that there history 
easy bruising and there may hemorrhagic 
spots somewhere over the body. One our cases 
showed other sign than black and blue ring

CASE TETANUS SUCCESSFULLY 
TREATED ANTITOXIN.* 
JACOBSON, D., Los Angeles. 


view the uncertainty that still seems 
exist the appropriate treatment tetanus, 
and because the desirability putting all 
cases recovery record, the following case 
may prove interest. represents type which 
required heroic measures, and which vigorous 
serum treatment administered 
spinally, intravenously and locally 
about rapid and complete recovery. 

The history the case 


L., male, aged years—American born 
Armenian parentage, previously has never had any 
serious illness. His present illness dates from No- 
vember 22nd, 1918, when stepped upon rusty 
nail, receiving superficial wound the 
plantar surface the right foot. The injury was 
attended the mother and left heal itself. 
Seven days after injury the patient began com- 
plain stiffness and some pain the neck, which 
progressed rapidly and extended the muscles 
the jaw. November 30th his jaw began 
and interfered with opening and closing 
the mouth. that time the family had de- 
cided call physician, who diagnosed the case 
tetanus, and administered 1500 units anti- 
tetanic serum subcutaneously and 
family return the following day. For some 
reason the phvsician did not return, and the pa- 
tient meanwhile grew rapidly worse. The writer 
was called December 2nd, about 

The patient was bed suffering from excruciat- 
ing pains, restless and scared. Upon approach- 
ing the bedside was seized with convulsions 
lasting about minute, returning frequent and 
irregular intervals and accompanied with profuse 
perspiration. The forehead was wrinkled, angles 
the mouth retracted, the head thrown backward, 
producing the typical sardonic grin. jaws were 
completely locked. The 
were generalized, extending over the whole body 
and giving board-like sensation touch. The 
forearms were flexed upon the arms and rigidly 
fixed with clenched fists. The spine was arched 
posterior aspect the trunk. The lower extremi- 
ties were extended and completely fixed. The 
Kernig sign was very marked, and deep tendon 
reflexes very much and 
Oppenheim signs were negative. The patient was 
removed the hospital where the following treat- 
ment was acrried out: 

Dec. 2nd, 7:30 puncture was 
made. but fluid withdrawn. 10,000 units anti- 
tetanic serum administered intraspinally. The in-

Dec. 3rd. hours after the first treatment, 
encouraged somewhat slight improvement, 
10000 units antitoxin were given intravenously and 
2.0 cc. sol. magnesium sulfate intra- 
spinally. 7:30 the same day the patient 
5000 units antitoxin intraspinally, 10,000 
units intravenously and cc. magnes. sulfate intra- 
venously. 

Next morning was much improved, spent 
fairly good night with few spasms, temperature, 
pulse and respiration better, the muscles the 
upner extremities well relaxed and beginning 
relaxation the facial muscles. 15,000 units more 
antitoxin and cc. mag. sulfate intraspinally 
were given and again the evening 10,000 units 
antitoxin intravenously. 

Dec. 5th. Still further improvement the con- 
dition the patient. 10,000 units antitoxin 
intraspinally and cc. mag. sulfate intravenously. 
this time was able take soft nourishment 
again 10,000 units intravenously and 2,000 units 
antitoxin the site infection, also cc. 
magn. sulfate intravenously. 

Dec. 6th. 15,000 units intravenously and ce. 
magn. sulfate intravenously and later the day 
after consultation with Dr. John Barrow, again 
10.000 units antitoxin intramuscularly. The pa- 
tient continued improve rapidly, and hours 
later, Dec. 7th, m., received final dose 
5000 units antitoxin the site the wound. 


patient was restful and took nourishment 
well. Sedative treatment was discontinued. 
Dec. 13th the patient sat wheel 


chair and Dec. 20th, days after admittance 
the hospital, was discharged cured.

that lay anesthetists have place properly 
regulated hospitals, the private employ 
surgeons; that the lives patients are unduly 
jeopardized merely for the financial remuneraton 
the individual concern employing them:

employs, the hospital which countenances such 
practices liable case any accident which 
may occur either directly indirectly result 
anesthesia administered.

Rupture Left Ventricle. 
Carl Johnson, 

This patient, man while lacing his 
shoes, pitched forward the floor and 
died. Had been blind for several years. There 
was history symptoms syphilis. had 
been good health, doing such work gardening 
and chopping wood, but had not seemed strong 
during the past few months usual. was, 
however about his ordinary health 
davs before his death. 

that time had severe pains the gastric 
region during the night and was given opiate. 
His temperature was normal, pulse 76, good 
quality but intermitting two three times per 
minute. The heart sounds were normal except for 
some indistinctness, distant quality. com- 
plained pains, principally his stomach, but also 
extending down both arms. 
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was given two grains calomel, followed 
saline, and felt much better the following 
day. His illness was attributed fish which 
had eaten eighteen hours before the onset his 
illness, and which had been cooked twenty-four 
hours the time ate it. 

Was seen again three days later two days before 
his death. that time the only pain was under 
his left shoulder blade. This had been quite 
severe times, but stopped entirely, and had 
more pain until the time his death. His 
temperature this time was normal, pulse 74, 
regular, and the heart sounds were normal, but in- 
distinct.

The autopsy, done few hours after death, 
showed the pericardium filled with partly clotted 
blood, and rupture inch and quarter long 
the most prominent part the left ventricle, 
the center brownish degenerated area about 
the size silver dollar. The other organs were 
normal, rather marked congestion 
the kidneys. The heart valves were normal. 

Dr. Grover kindly made examination the 
heart and submits the following report: 

“Examination ruptured heart was made 
taking section from the periphery the rupture 
point about three centimeters away from the 
same, and second section from another part. 
the ventricle which appeared normal. 

“The section from the ruptured area shows 
marked fatty degeneration infiltration which 
has completely destroyed most the muscle fibers, 
the area near the rupture. The fibers further 
away show cloudy swelling, brown atrophy and 
necrosis. There some inflammatory exudation 
the area, consisting polymorphonuclear 
leukocytes, endothelial 
plasma, cells and fibroblasts. 

“The other section shows more less normal 
muscle fibers with here and there large collections 
the same inflammatory cells noted the other 
section, except that here there are almost 
rather long standing shown the large amount 
fat and necrosis present, which weakened the 
wall that the rupture occurred the most necrotic 
portion. There evidently acute exacerbation 
the process, evidenced the second section. 

“Whether the myocarditis present infectious 
origin whether due some interference 
with the coronary artery, unable say.” 

view all the facts, would seem probable 
that there was long standing degeneration the 
heart muscle, probably caused lesion the 
coronary artery, and that the fish poisoning started 
acute inflammatory process which caused the 
rupture 

Dr. Walter Brem: The only case have seen 
was rupture aneurism the ventricle. The 
rupture might have occurred without 
poisoning, although the presence polymorphonu- 
clear leukocytes would indicate that that might have 
been the exciting cause. 

Dr. Joseph King: Several cases have come under 
observation. There usually history severe 
pain, and the patient may live for 
after small rupture. The pain usually followed 
persistently rapid pulse, although the patient 
may feel fairly well.

The Board Medical Examiners held the an- 
nual meeting the Board the State Capitol, 
Sacramento, October 20-23, inclusive. 

Twenty-eight applicants appeared for the writ- 
ten examination for Physicians’ and Surgeons’ cer- 
tificate. Three midwives wrote the examination, 
two whom wrote the Japanese language. 

unusually large number reciprocity appli- 
cants filed applications with the Board, the in- 
crease doubt being due the men who have 
returned from government service, having given 
their home locations and knowing that would 
necessary for them re-establish themselves, 
have decided that the mild climate California 
affords far greater inducements than the rigors 
the eastern winters.
